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Hogan addresses students

The President of UMass 
Lowell, William Hogan, spoke 
before a large crowd on South 
Campus on Wednesday the 11 th 
at 11 am. Classes were sched¬ 
uled to start at eleven thirty 
because of his speech. He start¬ 
ed by telling the students, facul¬ 
ty, and staff present that he 
wasn’t here to lecture but to 
speak from the heart. 

Hogan offered an apology 
from the older generation to the 
younger generation saying “I 
am not proud about what we are 
handing you.” He agrees with 
Paul Tsongas that the situation 
is “generationally immoral.” 
Hogan went on to say that he 
knows many students are con¬ 
cerned about money and jobs in 
the future. 

Hogan went on to explain 
that he current recession has 
only added to the problems that 
the manufacturing sector has 
caused. “A viable economy 
hinges on talent.” he said. 
Hogan continued by presenting 
evidence of the prior two 
decades. In that time the value 
of manufacturing increased in 
Japan by 600%, Europe by 


100% but in the United States it 
increased by only 50%. This is 
because of lack of talent which 
Hogan feels a good education 
can provide. 

“Fifteen years ago this Uni¬ 
versity was formed to make a 
stronger community.” Hogan 
reported “We are not a rich 
institution but we know the job 
toe done. We wanted to focus 
on a few areas so the quality 
was there.” By the mid-80’s 
Lowell began to be recognized 
by the Boston Globe and U.S. 
News and World report. All of 
the programs were accredited 
and today the graduate activity 
here is the highest in New Eng¬ 
land. 

When Governor Weld was 
at Lowell over the summer he 
stated “My hope is by 2001, 
Massachusetts will be first in 
education.” Hogan has the 
same hope for this University 
because “what Lowell has 
going for it is a spirited student 
body” He concluded by taking 
a few questions from the audi¬ 
ence and then headed to the 
steps of Cumnock Hall to 
speak with North majors. 


SGA Executive Board 

discusses SCERA

The Executive Board of the 
Student Government began the 
year with a meeting last 
Wednesday to get its members 
caught up on SGA issues. One 
large focus of the meeting was 
Paul Geary’s report on the 
SCERA (Student/Citizen Edu¬ 
cation Research and Advocacy) 
group’s progress. Other matters 
discussed include new comput¬ 
ers for the SGA, the date of 
elections, and the Executive 
Board members’ projects. 

The current project that 
SGA Secretary Mike Choquette 
is working on is a survival 
guide for new senators. Cho¬ 
quette will present the guide to 
the executive board for criti¬ 
cism and will then make a final 
version available. 

SGA Vice President Henry 
Lewis presented an idea for a 
new organization to the Execu¬ 
tive Board. Lewis’ idea is to 
have the club leaders meet as a 
group with SGA members to 
provide networking opportuni¬ 
ties and to make the SGA serve 


the clubs’ needs more closely. 
Lewis said that he’d like to start 
the group up himself, but that 
the clubs themselves should run 
the organization. 

Lewis also announced that 
the Governance Committee of 
the Student Senate was close to 
finishing their process of updat¬ 
ing all the club constitutions. 
Lewis, as the SGA Vice Presi¬ 
dent, is the default chairperson 
of the Governance Committee. 

The Executive Board also 
discussed the date of this year’s 
Fall Elections. The Fall Elec¬ 
tions are held each year to fill 
positions left vacant by the 
usual Spring Elections. They 
also serve to elect freshmen 
SGA members and the Home¬ 
coming King and Queen. The 
board had to discuss the date of 
elections because of a schedul¬ 
ing conflict; the date the elec¬ 
tions are slated by the Election 
Committee Bylaws to happen

Gulf veteran returns to UMass Lowell

Last November, while stu¬ 
dents were preparing for finals 
Christian and Crosby Brickett, 
Criminal Justice majors at 
UMass Lowell, were preparing 
to be sent to the Middle East. 

The two Tyngsboro brothers 
shared their feelings and experi¬ 
ence of The Persian Gulf War 
with the Connector. 

They were called in for 
active duty for the conflict in 
the Middle East that began Jan¬ 
uary 1991 and ended March of 
1991. Crosby was called up for 
the National Guard and Chris¬ 
tian for the Army. Christian said 
about his preparations for the 
war “I was scared to think that I 
would actually be going to 
fight. However, this was part of 
the reason why I had joined the 
ROTC. I love my country and 1 
want to do all I can to protect it. 

Though both were making 
preparations for the war Chris¬ 
tian was not able to go because 
of a broken hand that did not 
heal in time. He reacted “I was 
really upset. I wanted to go and 
fight. I saw all of my friends in 


my division going and I felt ter¬ 
rible being left behind. “ 

Crosby remembers the day 
he was called in for active duty. 
“It was Friday and all the guys 
in my unit were told to stick 
around we might be going over. 
The following Monday we were 
told that Tuesday morning we’ll 
be going to Fort Devens for 
training.” 

Crosby left for Saudi Arabia 
in January. He expressed his 
feelings of that day he arrived 
‘Up until the point I arrived in 
Saudi Arabia I was not scared. 
Everything happened so fast it 
was surreal. One day I’m in 
class the next I’m in a foreign 
land fighting for my country. 
The fear did not set in until we 
were in our chemical warfare 
gear and hoping that we are 
spared from ihe scud missiles.” 

When asked how the mili¬ 
tary was treated over there by 
the civilians he answered “The 
Kuwaitis were extremely hos¬ 
pitable. When we liberated 
them it had been a while since 
some of us were able to take a 
shower and they would say ‘I 


have no hot water but please 
come to my house and take a 
bath.’ They were really appre¬ 
ciative.” He did not feel the 
same way about the Saudi Ara¬ 
bians. He said “Since we did 
not speak their language they 
would take advantage of us. 
That is with money. We would 
go to stores and when we 
bought something that a Saudi 
bought we would be charged 
more for that same item. But I 
guess that is all over .” 

Crosby came home at the 
end of May to his family and 
his fiance Jennifer Thomas. He 
said that he was glad to be 
home. 

When asked if he thought 
we won the war despite the fact 
Hussein is still in power he 
answered “Yes and no. Yes 
because we did what the gov¬ 
ernment wanted us to do, which 
was to get Hussein out of 
Kuwait. However, I think we

each year occurred this year a 
week and a half after the Home¬ 
coming Game. The Executive 
Board voted to move up the 
date of elections to Oct. 2. Last 
year’s board had to do the same. 

The board discussed what 
should be done with the various 
Macintosh computers it has 
control over. The SGA got two 
Macs over the summer, one for 
use in the SGA office and one 
for placement in the new Fox 
Hall Student Information Center 
(SIC). They also discussed 
removing the North SIC Macin¬ 
tosh computers, perhaps to be 
put in the libraries. Board mem¬ 
bers said the computers aren’t 
used much and that the North 
SIC’s hours of operation don’t 
give students the opportunity to 
use the computers in the late 
afternoon and evening. 

Mike Choquette spoke of a 
plan he has to get a laser printer 
from the Bookstore Associates 
for use in the SICs. 

Paul Geary, of the SCERA 
group [five people employed 
over the summer by the Student 
Senate to research ways to help 
the public university system] 
reported to the board on the 
results of their work and men¬ 
tioned problems the group had 
been having. 

In response to a question 
from an Executive Board mem¬ 
ber about what the group had 
actually produced, Geary said 
that he and Mike Armini, the 
two ULowell alumni members 
of SCERA. had researched the 
politics of public university 
funding and had planned a 
structure for a SSAM-like 
(State Student Association of 
Massachusetts, a lobbying orga¬ 
nization with the purpose of 
keeping tuition down) organiza¬ 
tion to represent the university 
students. The ULowell student 
body voted by a large margin to 
remove SSAM the student bills 
in the Spring Elections last year. 
The senate had voted to put a 
referendum question on the 
Spring ballots because of the 
rocky relations ULowell had 
experienced with the group. 
According to Mike Choquette, 
this planned group would use 
very different methods than 
SSAM has. 

Geary told the board that 
SSAM was disintegrating 
because of a power struggle and 
lessened support. He also said 
that the legislators he had spo¬ 
ken to (primarily Republican 
ones) felt there is room for such 
a group. Geary said the group’s 
main base of support comes 
from SMU (now UMass Dart¬ 
mouth) because the group’s 
president is from there. He said 
Dartmouth can be discounted in 
decision-making processes in 
the new university system 
because of it’s “weak sister” 
status. Dartmouth is often not 
considered on equal footing 
with the other members of the 
new U. Mass system because of 
its curriculum. 

According to Geary, the leg¬ 
islature respects UMass Lowell 
a great deal, while it does not 
respect UMass Amherst at 
Boston. Geary mentioned one 
legislator who barely expects 
literacy from a UMass Boston 
graduate. 


Geary also spoke of the con¬ 
nections they had made with 
various legislators, notably 
State Senator Nancy Achin-Sul- 
livan. 

The board expressed a lot of 
concern over the way the mem¬ 
bers of SCERA had apparently 
not been working together. SGA 
V.P. Henry Lewis mentioned 
this concern, but said he wasn't 
“pointing fingers”. “I am,” 
Geary replied, and spent much 
of his time speaking against the 
other three members of 
SCERA. The three other mem¬ 
bers of SCERA are students and 
alumni of UMass Amherst who 
originally approached the SGA 
this past summer to form a 
research group. It is an unspo¬ 
ken but understood assumption 
in the SGA that lobbying is the 
final goal of these efforts, but it 
is illegal to use state funds for 
lobbying. 

Geary said that had been 
instructed that SCERA’s job 
was to “research the political 
climate and set up a structure” 
for a research group to follow. 
Geary criticized the Amherst 
contingent of SCERA for not 
focusing especially on Lowell, 
since we are the ones paying the 
group. Geary said the group 
started out working as a unit, 
but got “bogged down” as a 
result of a disagreement on 
focus. He said Eric Nakagima 
(the appointed leader of the 
group, according to Henry 
Lewis) had spent too much time 
focusing on Financial Aid, 
which Geary called “a drop in 
the bucket.” Geary said they (he 
and Mike Armini) then turned 
to Student Trustee Tom Winston 
for guidance and he gave them 
their current direction. Geary 
told the Exec. Board that Win¬ 
ston met with SCERA to pre¬ 
sent this direction, but the 
Amherst contingent felt he was 
trying to “strongarm them” 
(Geary’s words). 

The Executive Board 
expressed some confusion as to 
who from the SGA, if anyone, 
was supposed to be supervising 
the group over the summer. The 
official supervisor of record of 
everyone hired by student 
monies is Mary Connelly, the 
Director of Student Activities. 
The board discussed issues 
about the payment of the 
SCERA members, including a 
conflict between Geary and 
Connelly. 

According to the board, 
each SCERA employee is sup¬ 
posed to be paid $2,500 for 9 
weeks of work. Connelly, when 
making the contracts for the 
SCERA members, computed an 
hourly wage of $7.40 and set an 
8-hour-a-day limitation on their 
work. Geary complained that 
Connelly figured out the wage 
wrong and said that Connelly 
told him they wouldn’t be get¬ 
ting as much as they were told. 
“She’s wrong,” Geary said, “We 
will get paid.” Geary later said, 
“I’m not blaming anyone... 
um... except Mary” 

SGA Treasurer Kevin Ward 
then reminded Geary that the 
advance he had received must 
be returned. The advance was 
taken from a checkbook Student 
Activities uses for immediate 
costs that can’t be handled by 
the usual purchase order pro¬ 
cess. Ward said the money has 
to be returned so that they can 
use the checkbook.

Now that the school year 
has started, its time to use the 
Academic Computing Center’s 
(ACC) computers. Here are the 
steps to access the system if you 
are unfamiliar with the proce¬ 
dures. 

The main computers at the 
ACC are called WILLOW and 
ASPEN. These two main¬ 
frames will support over 100 
users at a time and are accessi¬ 
ble from inside and outside of 
the university. 

The first step is to visit 
Olsen 111. Apply here for an 
account and receive basic infor¬ 
mation on how to use the sys¬ 
tem. They staff is friendly and 
willing to answer your ques¬ 
tions. They will provide free 
handouts on different aspects of 
the computers. 

After receiving an account 
on the ACC computer system, 
there are quite a few ways to 
actually access the mainframe. 
You may use the terminals in 
Olsen 101, 309 and 311, as 
well as O’Leary Library on 
South Campus. Another way is 
to call from home using a 
modem and computer. Any dor- 


Geary.’s complaints were 
numerous and included a sur¬ 
prising admission. He called 
Connelly’s process “jumping 
through paperwork hoops.” 
Geary also said their pay was 
behind. He complained of their 
8-hour limitation, saying 
“There were some days that we 
worked 12 hours.” Geary also 
said “I’ll be honest with you - 
Mike and I fudged our time 
sheets a lot.” Geary said he had 
consulted a lawyer and found 
out that he “has no leg to stand 
on”, but said he hopes the SGA 
will honor their verbal contract. 

Keith Neal observed that 
Eric Nakajima had signed in as 
working very often and 
expressed doubt that he had 
truly worked all the time 
logged. Henry Lewis replied 
that the Amherst contingent had 
spent time working not just at 
the SGA office but at Boston 
and Amherst and also in the 
Connector office. Connector 
staff members had offered to let 
SCERA use the paper’s equip¬ 
ment in order to trim SCERA’s 
budget. 


mitory resident can gain access 
to the system by using a com¬ 
puter or terminal connected to 
an ADI box. ADI boxes are 
available for a fee from the 
Telecommunications Depart¬ 
ment. 

To access the WILLOW or 
ASPEN system from Olsen 101, 
309, or 311 : Sit in front of the 
terminal. Switch on the comput¬ 
er with the small switch on the 
back left. After the screen 
warms up, hit return several 
times to get one of two results. 
The first shows a prompt that 
says ; “Local>“, the other is 
“Decserver Usemame> “. 

At the Decserver prompt hit 
any key and the you will be pre¬ 
sented with the Local> prompt. 
At the Local> prompt type 
“CONNECT WILLOW” to use 
or “log in” into WILLOW. The 
computer will then ask for your 
“USERNAME” and “PASS¬ 
WORD”, which were issued to 
you by the ACC. Once logged 
in you can start using the pro¬ 
grams available on the system. 

If you are in O’Leary 
Library on the third floor, or 
using an ADI box you will be 
presented with a long prompt :

The 
destination numbers that are 
valid to access WILLOW or 
ASPEN are ULCN (University 
of Lowell Connection Network) 
or WOODS (the name used to 
represent both WILLOW and 
ASPEN.) At this point you will 
see the Local> prompt and can 
follow as from the previous 
paragraph. 

Using a modem to call in 
from home requires that you 
have a terminal or a computer 
using a telecommunications 
program. Call 934-2400 with 
your modem to access the 
WOODS system. Once 
attached, hit return a few times 
to indicate that you are ready to 
use the system and then follow 
the procedure on connecting 
through the Local> prompt as 
outlined above.

The autumn is upon us. 

As I write this, I’ve just fin¬ 
ished listening to Believer’s 
excellent Christian-thrash offer¬ 
ing “Sanity Obscure/’ which 
floated into the Connector 
office over the summer along 
with a barrage of other stuff, 
some of which you may have 
by now, but I’ll mention it any¬ 
way (better late than...sorry). 

The top of the list is shared 
by KIX's “Hot Wire,” which 
kicks bootie. The title track 
and radio single “Girl Money” 
are hot, as are “Cold Chills” 
and “Hee Bee Jee Bee Crush.” 

“Hot Wire” shares its spot 
with Cypress Hill's eponymous 
debut, which looks deceivingly 
folkish, but is by far the most 
well-crafted gangsta-rap piece 
I’ve heard in ages.

Advances from Ugly Kid 
Joe, Law and Order, and 
Crissy Steele reveal medium- 
cool efforts by the first two and 
Vixen-esque pap from Ms. 
Steele. UKJ says “we ain’t 
glam and we ain't thrash” but 
they tend toward the former 
choice. A cover of “Sweet 
Leaf’ also graces their five- 
song advance. Law and Order, 
on die other hand, are an all-out 
blues-rock outfit complete with 
slide guitars, harmonica and 
stolen Zeppelin drum lines. 
L&A are worth checking out, 
although Kinetic Dissent, who 
make an attempt at “thinking 
man's metal” on “I Will Fight 
No More Forever” but fall 
short, probably aren’t. 

Type O Negative are sheer 
hardcore brilliance. “Slow, 
Deep and Hard” is their offer¬ 
ing and it’s doing pretty well as 
far as I’ve heard. 

Powersurge have a style 
that will be appreciated by all 


you Iron Maiden and Hel- 
loween fans. The name is pret¬ 
ty descriptive. 

Reverend’s “Play God” is 
the typical million-mile-an- 
hour thrash thing, with a great 
cover of “Fortunate Son” and 
vocals out of the Metal 
Church handbook. 

Check out the Psychosis 
(basically Delusion with a new, 
better guitarist) demo, which 
has been out for a while, if you 
like very good thrash. 

Finally (phew) Xentrix’s 
“Dilute to Taste” is a live thing, 
typical metallic Tare and the 
mandatory cover song, this time 
Ray Parker Jr.’s. “Ghost- 
busters.” 

On the live front, last 
Wednesday saw LA glamsters 
Tuff rock the Axis stage with 
an hour and a half worth of 
songs from their Atlantic 
release “What Comes Around 
Goes Around,” covers of “Cat 
Scratch Fever” and “Blue 
Suede Shoes,” and just some 
hearty jamming and jiving. 
They did a good job keeping it 
funny and interesting on what 
vocalist Stevie Rachelle 
referred to as a “bad night for 
the band.” I cant wait to see 
them on a “good night.” Locals 
Love it to Death opened with a 
mediocre set. 

Also, I can't help but men¬ 
tion Operation Rock ‘n Roll, 
which happened at Great 
Woods in August. Motor- 
head's set included all the hits 
and was the highlight of an oth¬ 
erwise lame show. I missed 
Dangerous Toys and Metal 
Church and was bored to tears 
with Alice Cooper's hour of 
generic metal solos (courtesy of 
Vinnie Moore) and Judas 
Priest’s hour of Rob Halford 
prancing about while the other 
Priests stood in their practiced 
poses. Great bands all, but a 
good act-tightening would help. 
And Great Woods is the worst 
of the worst. 

As a final note for this 
week, some band called Metal- 
lica has held the number one 
spot on the Billboard charts 
since their album debuted there 
three weeks ago. Hmmmmmm.

It’s rare that a moviemaker 
can achieve both artistic and 
commercial success with his 
first picture. For the most part, 
our great filmmakers began their 
careers in studio anonymity. 
Those directors who ignored the 
studio rules and left the starting 
gate with a masterpiece that 
flopped (Citizen Kane , Night of 
the Hunter) were branded freaks 
and remained outside the indus¬ 
try. Those who tried the com¬ 
mercial route found themselves 
making bad pictures that also 
flopped (remember Scorsese’s 
Boxcar Berthal Kubrick’s 
Killer's Kissl Coppola’s 
Dementia 131). And since those 
were dismissable, forgettable 
failures—movie equivalents of 
juvenilia—the 
f i 1 mmakers 
were safe 
from public 
denouncement 
and still found 
work. But for 
a first-time 
moviemaker 
to succeed on 
a wide scale 
with both the 
public and 
critics — to 
come to grips 
with every¬ 
thing this 
complicated medium can do for 
both him and the audience, and 
use it for all its worth in the ser¬ 
vice of a rich story with grand 
gestures and contemporary fla¬ 
vor, to be undaunted by film’s 
limitations—to see no limita¬ 
tions—and then have the audac¬ 
ity to raise the money to finance 
the work’s completion and dis¬ 
tribution—is nothing short of a 
miracle. As far as I know, out¬ 
side of the horror/thriller genres, 
it has only happened twice: in 
1944, when Laurence Olivier 
made his Henry V (arriving here 
in 1946), and in 1989, when 
Kenneth Branagh made his ver¬ 
sion of the same play. (Carroll 
Ballard’s Black Stallion almost 
makes it, but please don’t sug¬ 
gest Dances with Wolves or 
Grease ; and nothing pre-World 
War II counts.) 

After recently going on tour 
with his Renaissance Shake¬ 
speare Company, Kenneth 
Branagh has a new movie out, 


Dead Again , now enjoying its 
third week at the Paris Theatre 
in Boston. The Paris has been 
the forum of Mike Nichols’ and 
Woody Allen’s latest pictures, 
but don’t let that stop you; it’s 
also playing locally at the Show¬ 
case in Lawrence. One might 
think that Branagh’s Shake¬ 
speare bent would make Dead 
Again a turn-off, but actually it 
will mean more to frequent 
moviegoers than anyone else, 
despite its being advertised as 
lush melodrama for the soap 
opera crowd. The screen is full 
of European actors, but every¬ 
thing is “Americanized”—the 
accents, the setting (California), 
even the pizza—and although 
the movie’s true pleasures are in 
the twisted line readings (a pre¬ 


cise skill refined by the British, 
with all their superior diction), 
the methods and style of the 
moviemaking are direct throw¬ 
backs to the wartime films of 
Cagney, Hitchcock, and Welles. 

This isn’t an attempt at a smug 
suggestion, and you don’t have 
to carry a warehouse of movie 
trivia to enjoy the pleasures of 
Dead Again (and there are 
many). But when, in the movie’s 
first scene (it is 1948) we see 
German composer Roman 
Strauss (Branagh) swaggering 
towards the camera wearing 
prisoner's overalls, his face a 
mask of confident fury that dare 
not speak its name, we’re not 
watching Strauss, we’re watch¬ 
ing James Cagney in Each 
Dawn / Die. Nevertheless, 
Dead Again has its own 
story—actually two. Throughout 
the opening credits we are clued 
into every bit of Strauss’ last 
year of life by a series of news¬ 
paper headlines which fade in. 


flash, and slide away like the 
narrative titles of a silent, 
unseen movie. 

We are told that Strauss 
escaped Nazi Germany with the 
help of an infatuated German 
lower-class widow named Inga 
Madson and married California 
pianist Margaret (Emma 
Thompson) shortly after. Allow¬ 
ing the widow and her stuttering 
boy Franklyn to stay with them 
as servants, Strauss and Mar¬ 
garet combined their talents and 
found themselves on Lhe mages 
of the motion picture music 
business. Concerned that his 
work may not be suitable for the 
film industry, Strauss mopes and 
broods while Margaret hosts 
parties in their 
California castle. 

During one pecu¬ 
liarly-themed bash 
(everyone appears 
to be wearing Cat- 
Woman masks), a 
tormented Strauss 
spots Margaret in 
flirtatious confer¬ 
ence with bestub- 
bled journalist Gary 
Baker (Andy Gar¬ 
cia), makes a spec¬ 
tacle of himself, 
berates her, and 
slugs the journalist. 
Later that night 
Margaret is mur¬ 
dered and the weapon, a pair of 
scissors, is linked to Strauss. 
These scenes are too lurid and 
lucid to work as messy reality, 
but their purpose is to recall the 
melodrama of the movie past, 
shot (by Matthew F. Leonetti) in 
black and white (or what is sup¬ 
posed to be black and white; it’s 
more of a dark purple and bluish 
off-white), and alluding to the 
queen’s-mansion heartache of 
Rebecca. 

These are the dreams of a 
spritely amnesia victim (Thomp¬ 
son again) who lives mute in a 
nun’s home in modem Califor¬ 
nia (it is Technicolor 1991). 
Unable to help her condition, 
and fed up with her cries at 
night, the home puts her in the 
hands of nice-guy detective 
Mike Church (Branagh again), 
who dubs her “Grace” for con¬ 
veniences sake and searches for 
any living relative of hers. Then 
there’s a lot of guff about past 
lives and reincarnation and

questions tossed in the air like 
Where does the soul end, and 
Could Church and Grace be 
modem incarnations of Strauss 
and Margaret? (Questions like 
that should be tossed out the 
window.) Church and Grace find 
the answers with the help of an 
antiques-freak hypnotist, played 
by Derek Jacobi. A word here 
about Jacobi: he has the wispiest 
voice in the entertainment 
world. Manipulated by an odd 
combination of stocky throat 
and longbow lips, Jacobi’s vocal 
chords linger precariously over 
each vowel sound, producing 
what can best be described as a 
crackly hum. A voice like 
that—with all its lulling pleas¬ 
antness—can make one tingle. 

If you approach this movie as 
a murder mystery—a Who-real- 
ly-killed-Margaret Strauss finger 
pointing affair—you won’t get 
very far as there are very few 
characters (just split the hypno¬ 
tist’s last name and you’re miles 
ahead of Church). What’s here 
to like is how Branagh rises 
above the kinky metaphysics. 
When Church begins to get 
caught up in Grace's nuttiness 
and begins to lose his own grip, 
the movie engages us. This is 


partly due to Branagh’s vulgar 
spontaneity as an actor (at one 
point Grace pulls a gun on him 
and he suddenly explodes in 
helpless sanity, shaking his arms 
and head as if a whopping 
seizure had hit him) but also to 
his director’s intuition about the 
material. With a good forty-five 
minutes to go it’s as if Branagh 
realized what a shallow ape-job 
this was, put ori his wizard’s cap 
and dematerialized the gim¬ 
mickry right before our eyes. In 
an instant all artifice is weeded 
out and something underneath 
the thriller throwbacks works on 
us directly and with a force that 
may shock the unsuspecting 
moviegoer who had settled into 
an unthreatening nostalgic funk. 
You could say the movie 
evolves from Church scaring a 
piano-playing Grace by creeping 
up behind her and loudly hump¬ 
ing a high note to Church scar¬ 
ing Grace by pulling her around 
his apartment hysterically hand¬ 
ing her pairs of scissors and 
cackling “So you’ll feel safe!” 
for good, mocking measure. 
Here it all seems to come 
together and take off, and the 
audience was more than willing 
to go with it all the way to the 
finale, a slow-motion calamity 
that reveals both Branagh’s taste 
(it’s the first—and last—blood 
spilled onscreen) and Derek 


Jacobi’s physical grace. A man 
his age (he’ll be fifty-three in 
October) shouldn’t move around 
like that. 

The old Hollywood director’s 
gripe was that he had to turn out 
second-rate cinema (B pictures) 
in order to subsidize what he 
“really wanted to do” (A-for-Art 
pictures, and you can be sure 
that the gripers don’t know what 
they want to do except be bet¬ 
ter—or be called better—than 
they really are). What’s amazing 
about Branagh is that he’s 
already done what he’s wanted 
to do in order to finance rework¬ 
ings of the old Hollywood prod¬ 
ucts he grew up with. The fact 
that this new product is a good 
one is even more 
frustrating—there’s not even a 
rational argument against 
Branagh’s move in this direction 
(down, down, down). If you’ve 
seen him in Henry V , and earli¬ 
er, in High Season , and read his 
cheery autobiography and got 
caught up in his work and its 
potential, and now see him in 
Dead Again, you may want to 
bang your head against a wall 
(or, better, bang his head against 
a wall). There’s a sickening 
irony at work here: Branagh 
suggests a man who despises 
highbrow art without realizing 
that he has the talent to bring art 
to new, dizzying heights.

An alcohol warning

Alcohol is a common 
problem among college stu¬ 
dents. Alcohol changed the life 
of thirty three year old chemical 
engineering student, Robert 
White. 

White is from Natick and 
now lives on the new substance 
free first floor of Leitch. His 
battle with alcohol began while 
he was serving ten years in the 
nuclear Navy. “The award 
winning sailor hid the alcoholic 
sailor.” White said. 

From 1984 to 1986 White 
began to have troubles with the 
civil authorities and was dis¬ 
charged from the navy. When 
the navy rehabilitation, psychi¬ 
atric work and Alcoholics 
Anonymous all failed. White 
checked into a six month confi¬ 
dential program run by the State 
Department of Alcoholism. “A 
six month total withdrawal from 
the world was needed.” White 
said. Here he went through 
many tests and screenings and 
was told he was a candidate for 
total recovery providing he con¬ 
sidered everything else obso¬ 


lete. The tests also showed his 
career should be in the field of 
engineering. 

White decided to attend col¬ 
lege in Lowell because it is “a 
progressive university in aca¬ 
demics as well as residence 
life.” White said that students 
need to be aware that alco¬ 
holism is “a disease, not a 
weakness of character.” His 
goal is to make students aware 
that help is necessary if you 
think you have a problem. Sev¬ 
eral questions that everyone 
should ask themselves to deter¬ 
mine if there is a need for help 
are: 

-Can I have one drink for 
the night and be happy? 

-Can I go to a party and be 
comfortable not drinking? 

-Is my school performance 
consistent or erratic? 

-Do I place a high priority 
on drinking? 

“Using common sense and 
intelligence before starting to 
drink will cut the number of 
accidents that are alcohol relat¬ 
ed.” White concluded.

should have gone all the way 
because if he starts up again 
and he acquires sophisticated 
weaponry it will be harder to 
oust him. If we kept up we 
could have been in Baghdad in 
a matter of weeks and I think in 
that respect we lost.” 

Crosby Brickett spoke of 
coming back to UMass • Low¬ 
ell. He said “In late November 
of 1990 I had to withdraw from 
my classes-because of the war. I 
was told not to worry , that I 
would be taken care of when I 
returned from the war. The 
school would not give me credit 
for my classes. They finally did 
but that was only after my 
fiance Jennifer Thomas put up a 
fight.” 

Brickett returned home 
from the war at the end of May 
and when he went to register he 
was not treated well at all. He 
said “When I went to register I 
was told that I had to pay the 
orientation fee because I had 
withdrawn from school. And 


then I was told I needed to have 
my transcripts sent from North 
to South campus. I went to the 
Registrar’s Office and request¬ 
ed that my transcripts be sent to 
South Campus. I was told it 
would take a few weeks. When 
I asked if my transcripts could 
be processed more quickly I 
was told ‘No, I can’t put you in 
front of all these other stu¬ 
dents.’ All I kept thinking about 
was those words ‘Don’t worry 
about anything you’ll be taken 
care of.’ I just couldn’t believe 
it.”

So what shall we call ourselves? The three 
options above were debated by our editorial 
board this week as we tried to come up with 
a consistent name for our school in the paper. 
The big question, though, is what has 
become of our poor University of Lowell and 
its students ? 

We have again lost students to tuition 
increases. This semester, two members of the 
editorial board were unable to return because 
they just didn't have the money. Somehow I 
doubt they were the only ones who couldn't 
return. Ass. V.P. King slashed the Student 
Activities Fee Budgets because the enroll¬ 
ment had dropped even more than expected . 

The Massachusetts public higher educa¬ 
tion system has passed a threshold recently. 
We've made it impossible for too many quali¬ 
fied people who want higher education to 
obtain it.

Why are the residence hall’s triples empty? 


Economic hardship 
has hit everyone; there is no 
need to tell UMass^Lowell stu¬ 
dents that the “state of the 
state” has effected everything 
from their search for a summer 
(and academic year) job to the 
cost of attending school. 
Despite the stable cost of living 
in on-campus housing (no 
increase in three years) and the 
decrease in the cost of meal 
plans, it is no surprise that with 
the increase in the cost of 
tuition and fees many students 
have found themselves com¬ 
muting from home rather than 
living on campus. The need to 
cut back on costs and move 
home has caused a new set of 
problems for the Office of Resi¬ 
dence Life; this semester is the 


first time in fourteen years we 
have opened with vacancies, 
275 empty beds. 

If you live in the halls 
you might be asking, where are 
these 275 vacancies? At first 
glance it is not apparent that we 
have so many empty spaces and 
there is a very good reason for 
that. Last spring the Residence 
Life staff met to discuss the 
impending vacancies for the 
following year. The question at 
hand centered around projec¬ 
tions of 350 vacancies and how 
to manage the vacancies so that 
we would cover all bases such 
as security, vandalism, staffing 
concerns, and maintainence. 
Icteas were brainstormed and 
many surfaced: we could close 
a building with approximately 
350 spaces (Leitch or Bour¬ 


geois), we could close off floors 
in several halls, or we could 
take Smith and Eames “off¬ 
line”. None of these options 
seemed viable, then we hit 
upon an idea that has worked 
out to the benefit of most; first, 
since they were originally 
designed to be doubles and 
have been overcrowded for a 
few years, all triples in Smith 
and Eames would be de-tripled 
(all rooms in both buildings are 
now doubles), all triples not 
“squatted” during CHOICES 
would be taken off-line (or 
closed), and all RAs were 
allowed the option of not hav¬ 
ing a roommate. The total 
number from this control of 
triple spaces netted us 271 
spaces. Confident that we 
could bring our projected 


vacancy rate from 350 to at 
least 271 we went with this 
option. 

At this time these 
spaces are off-line and will not 
be used unless there is a need to 
do so; several students have 
asked me why they can not live 
in one of these triple rooms 
with a friend or purchase the 
space and live there alone. In 
regards to the first question, we 
are simply trying to keep con¬ 
trol of where the vacancies 
occur. 

As for the second 
question, we have asked for a 
proposal to go before the 
UMass*Lowell Building 
Authority to set rates for single¬ 
double rooms (one person liv¬ 
ing in a designated double), for 


double-triples (two people liv¬ 
ing in a designated triple), and 
for single-triples (one person 
living in a triple). At this time 
these rates are not set and there¬ 
fore these options are not avail¬ 
able. If approved these options 
may be available for Spring 
1992. Watch for more details! 
If you have any questions or 
concerns about the triples 
please stop by and talk with 
me; I'd be happy to meet with 
you.
